The cited documents represent after the amendment of the 
claims, only the general state of the art. 

The invention as defined in the amendment claims 1-2 is not 
disclosed by any of these documents. 

The cited document does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed rucksack/bag 
for carrying during transport. The rucksack/bag have at least 
one detachable plane transparent work surface and the 
underside of the plane surface is joined to a soft deformable 
unit. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-2 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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Claims 



1. Bag characterised in that it comprises an outward feeing side with a plane surface (3), 
which is designed to receive and to display advertising or information material. 

2. Bag according to Claim 1, characterised in that the plane surface (3) constitutes the rear 
side when the bag is used as a rucksack. 

3. Bag according to Claim T-osr 2, characterised in that fee plane surface (3) is covered by 
a detachable^ansparent^^ 

4. Bag according to any one of fee 

rucksack/bag (1) comprises at least one detachabK^lane woik surface (3), preferably a 
harder panel, in which fee underside of fee plane working surface (3) is joined to a soft, 
def ormable unit (4) 

5. Bag according to Claim 4, characterised in that fee soft, deformable unit (4) is a case 
filled with soft rounded beads. 
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
